As he had been the first minister 


I to England, John Adams was also the 


J first president to taUe up his residence 


I in Washington. As Mrs. Adams had 
| been the wife of the first American 
envoy in London she \vas also the first 
mistress of the White House, if for 
only a few months. On the way from 
Philadelphia she and the president 
lost the!- trail in the wilderness until 
a "straggling black" came to their as- 
sistance. 


The capitol was yet unfinished, and 


out of a desolate bog, far off, the un- 
finished White House rose to view. 
There was neither a fence nor a tree 
about the structure, and the presi- 
dent's nearest neighbor dwelt half a 
mile away. Mrs. Adams had a hard 
time to get wood enough to keep her 
family warm In the big, bleak man- 
sion, and she smiles at us still as her 
letters tell us of how she hung her 
washing to dry In the great east room. 


After sitting at his desk until mid- 


night hastily signing appointments, to 
forestall his successor, Adams drove 
out of Washington at the dawning of 
the day of Jefferson's Inauguration. 
He had no smiles to bestow on the 
triumph of his rival, and few enough 
to light his own pathway, through his 
remaining years. 


After his brave, good helpmeet had 


been taken from him, he lived on 
eight years more, lived to see what no 
other ex-president has seen, a son In 
the White House. At nmety, as he 
lay dying In the sunset of the fiftieth 
Fourth of July, we are told that his 
thoughts turned to the first and most 
glorious Fourth and that his lips mur- 
mured "Thomas Jefferson still sur- 
vives." The author of the Declaration 
really had died «r few hours before, 
and In their flight from earth the 
spirits of the two old patriots of TP 
were strangely united again.

Three Components of the Army Will 


Be the Regulars, the National Guard 
and the Organized Reserves, of 
Equal Importance. 


By JAMES P. HORNADAY. 


Washington.—The new army of the 


United States Is being rapidly organ- 
ized in accordance with the provisions 
of the act of June 4, 1920. 
The new 


districts are officially known as corps 
areas and replace the six departments 
which had been established since 1916. 
These areas jire organized not only 
with respect to the military' population 
composed within their boundaries, but 
also with reference to supplementing 
the military defense of the coast lines. 
The next step in the general plan of 
organization will be the development 
of one effective, well balanced army. 


The national defense act, as amend- 


ed, contemplates an army'of three co- 
ordinated components, namely, the 
regular army, the National Guard and 
the organized reserves; organized in 
peace time so as to "Include all of 
those divisions and other military or- 
ganizations necessary to form the basis 


. for a complete and immediate mobili- 
zation for the national defense in the 
event of a national emergency." Plans 
In process of construction by the war 
department involve the individual de- 
velopment of each of the three, and 
their effective fusing, one with the 
other, and with the army as a whole. 
Bach component will have a fixed mis- 
sion and an equally important role. The 
development of each must be assured 
iMthout competition that will adverse- 
ly affect the others 


Their Respective Roles. 


• The regular army is to garrison our 
overseas possessions, -the coast fort- 
resses and other stations necessary to 
be maintained hi the United States; to 
provide personnel to assist in the train- 
ing of the National Guard and organ- 
ized reserves; to provide the personnel 
neeessary for the administration of the 
army and the organization of an ade- 
_quate and effective force which will be 
instantly 
available for emergencies, 


within the United-States or elsewhere, 
and which in peace time will serve as 
a model for the .organization, dis- 
cipline and training of the active and 
semi-active military forces of the na- 
tion.

The National'Guard is to provide in 


time of peace an adequate and effec- 
tive force, available in minor emergen- 
cies for employment by the states of 
the United States; In time of war to 
provide an adequate, balanced and ef- 
fective component of the army of the 
United States for employment within 
the United States or elsewhere. 


The National Guard is the second 


line increment or component of the 
army in peace or war. 


The organized leserve Is distinctly a 


an organized and balanced force which 
may be expanded into an adequate war 
component of the army of the United 
States, to meet any emergency requir- 
ing the use of troops in excess of 
those of the regular army and the Na- 
tional Guard 


The organized reserve Is distinctly a 


war force 
In time of peace It will be 


maintained at such a stiength as may 
be necessary to form a skeletonized or- 
ganization, or cache, capable in an 
emergency of broad expansion 


Corps Area Organization. 


While the details ha\e not been 


completely worked out, each corps 
area will contain troops of th'e regular 
army, the National Guard and the or- 
ganized reserves; all organized in time 
of peace into brigades, divisions and 
army corps, with the necessary auxil- 
iary and special troops. Each corps 
area commander is charged with all 
the military activities in his area and, 
with certain exceptions, is In command 
of all the regular and organized re- 
serve perso'Bhel stationed therein. He 
must not, however, be confounded with 
the commanders of tactical corps that 
may be organized in his area. He deals 
direct with local authorities and one 
of his most important duties* is that 
which relates to the organization of 
the National Guard and organized re- 
serves.

Washington.—It is evident that the 


government ex- 
problem of federal 
penses will not be an easy one to 
solve. Each of the_ old political par- 
ties is promising to cut down these ex- 
penses in <:ase it is trusted with the 
affairs of government for the next tour 
years, but the spokesmen for the par- 
ties are refraining from saying just 
how- expenses will be reduced. 
The 


demand for a reduction in federal tax- 
es is widespread. Whether there can 
be a substantial reduction in these tax- 
es depends, of course, on whether con- 
press can find a vay to make large re- 
ductions in appropriations. 


Congress has authorized the United 


States treasury to pay out $4,859,890,- 
327 during the fiscal year which began 
July 1 and will end June 30, 1921. Of 
this amount $3,835,670,410 will be on 
account of war. To present it another 
way, 
78 per cent of the money thg 


federal government will pay out dur- 
ing this fiscal year is chargeable to 
war.

sentatne Mondell of Wyoming, the Re- 
publican leader in the house of repre- 
sentatives in i evie\\ ing the work of 
the session said this: 


"We cannot expect immediate reduc- 


tions in the expenditures on behalf of 
the soldiers of the great war, fheir 
widows and dependents or those pen- 
sions for the soldiers of other wars. 
We cannot look forward to a reduction 
in the interest charge on the national 
debt. . . . The appropriations for the 
sinking fund must continue." 


In that same speech the Republicaa 


leader also said: 


"Our appropriations for the civil and 


constructive activities of the govern- 
ment will somewhat increase rather 
than decrease." 


Mr. Mondell was undoubtedly cor- 


rect. The appropriations for the next 
fiscal year on account of past wars will 
be just as large as they are this year, 
and this generation is not likely to see 
any material reductions in those ap- 
propriations. 


The League of Nations under th« pro- 


visions of article nine of the covenant 
has already formed a disarmament 
commission, but (he commission will 
remain practically inactive until the 
United States decides whether it will 
become a member of tfie league.
